“S-Day”’ for the people of this diocese | 


is fast approaching. And judging from 
the number of people involved and 
months of preparation, the diocese is 
ready for Synod II. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher will perform 
the official opening in the northern, 
southern and eastern parts of this far- 
flung 36,000 square mile diocese. 


MASSES AND other celebrations will 
mark the formal opening, but many 
other functions will help to start one of 


the most important events in the j 


diocese’s 37-year-history. 

Bishop Maher opens the synod 
Saturday, Oct. 27, at 3 p.m. in St. 
Catherine’s church, Riverside; 

Sunday, Oct. 28 in St. Joseph’s 
Cathedral, at 3 p.m.; 

Monday, Oct. 29, in Our Lady of 
Guadalupe church, Calexico, at 7 p.m. 


PASTORS ALSO will_proclaim the 
opening in parishes with Masses, 
receptions, get-acquainted parties, 
exhibits, talks and other events. 

_ Churches have been. preparing for, 
and promoting, the synod for months. 
In Fontana, for example, some people 
have been going around wearing T- 
shirts saying ‘Synod II Needs You.” 

For the past three weekends 
parishioners have signed up for synod 
topics they wish to discuss at speak-up 
sessions starting November. 


THESE SESSIONS form the nucleus 
of synod work and the basis of its final

documents up-dating and reforming 
diocesan Church guidelines. 

More than 40,000 people are ready to 
Start speak-up sessions in small groups 
next month, says Father Phillip 
Straling, synod executive secretary. 
About 4,000 trained facilitators will 
lead discussions. 

Fourteen commissions have 
prepared reports to guide parish 
sessions. Because of the wide range of 
topics, parishioners have been asked to 
indicate their preferences. Reports, 
based on the sessions, will be compiled 
and coordinated at regional (deanery) 
levels and passed on to the com- 
missions. 


THEY WILL COVER evangelization, 
education, liturgy, youth, family, 
ethnic and racial groups, Mexican- 
American interests, social action, 
communications, laity, priesthood and 
religious, ecumenical relations and 
church administration. 

Recently 200 priests met in three 
groups, San Diego, Riverside-San 
Bernardino and Imperial, to review 
final plans and discuss full parish 
participation in producing ideas for the 
synod. 

The historic synod marks the 
first time in this diocese that lay people 
have been asked to participate so 
directly in Church concerns. It also is 
the first synod in more than 30 years. 
Synod I, convened by Bishop Charles 
Buddy, lasted one day and was limited 
to priests only. 


Priests hit ‘Bible trail’ in Mecca 


MECCA — There’s 4a_back-to- 
scripture move among the Mexican- 
Americans in the Coachella Valley. 
And there’s a new priest and a new 
name spearheading it. 

Father Joseph Pawlicki, a Holy 
Cross priest, is now operating out of 
Our Lady of Mecca mission station of 
Coachella parish, to re-evangelize what 
he calls the ‘‘85 per cent non-practicing 
Catholics”’ of the area. 


AND THE NEW NAMB is “‘Jornada”’ 
which means “‘little journey.” The 
Jornada will be a little journey of a two- 
day weekend of Christian experience 
and scriptural refreshment, said 
Father Pawlicki. 

Establishment of the new mission to 
Mexican-Americans in the Coachella 
Valley has been sponsored by the Palm 
Springs deanery under Msgr. Michael 
Nolan, with Bishop Maher’s active 
support. 

Father Pawlicki, with Father Robert 
Askins also from Holy Cross com- 
munity, will strive to bring basic 
scriptural knowledge to the people, on 
which to rebuild faith. They will work 
closely with pastors in the valley. 


FATHER PAWLICKI’S extensive 
experience of 10 years in Texas and 
seven years in Santiago, Chile, provide 
a strong base on which to build his new 
wide-ranging apostolate.

Commenting on the neglect of the 
poor people in Chile by Church and 
state, he said: ‘‘It took five of my seven 
years to get them to believe we wanted 
to accomplish something — and they 
were still not sure.”’ 

The Jornada weekend, to bring the 
“kingdom and warmth of Christian 
love” are similar to Cursillo and Quest, 
he said, only at a scriptural level.

This warning comes from Father Anthony 
Chylewski, diocesan director, Society for 
the Propagation of the Faith, in connection 
with Mission Sunday, Oct. 21. 


HE CITES THE case of a parishioner who 
was upset when the Internal Revenue 
Service disallowed a deduction made 
directly to a mission in Africa. 


Such direct charitable gifts outside the U. 
S. are not tax deductible unless made 


through a mission agency in an American © 


diocese. 


“If you have a favorite Church charity 
abroad and wish to send money, send your 
gift through the diocesan missions office,”’ 
says Father Chylewski. ‘‘Make your check 
payable to the Propagation of the Faith and 
you can claim it as a tax deductible gift.” 


IN WARNING against financial pleas 
from ‘‘patients’’ overseas, he said 
“fraudulent letters from the Philippines, 
often signed with different names but in the 
same handwriting, have been found to have 
been mass produced by those seeking to get 
money for themselves. 

“People receiving such appeals, should 
refer them to the missions office for 
checking.”’

Compensation for one — with interest 


This is Father Anthony’s week. It’s the time of the 
year to make our contributions to the Mission Sunday 
appeal. Father Anthony Chylewski is the diocesan 
director of missions, who tirelessly applies himself to 
the mission apostolate.

Solace by phone 


He did not reach Beverly Hills and the wonderful 
little woman who walks in Christ’s footsteps among 
the destitute of the world. But his consolation came 
about 4 o’clock in the afternoon. He was in his office 
when the telephone rang. “Hold on for Mother 
Teresa,” said a voice. Calling from Los Angeles she 
interrupted her busy schedule to bring solace to one 
who never dreamed he would have the pleasure of a 
personal call. 


No ladies for Holy.Name 


It may not worry women’s lib much, but the official 
word is out that the Holy Name Society is not about to 
open its ranks to women. Proposals for the admission 
of women members were soundly defeated at their 
recent convention in New Orleans. 

At the same convention, the Holy Name episcopal 
moderator (or chaplain-bishop, if you like), Bishop 
John L. May of Mobile, spoke of the disunity prevalent 
today. ‘‘It’s frightening to see Catholics tearing each 
other apart over sometimes insignificant things,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Some like the Latin Mass, others the guitar 
Mass. he liberals are at the throats of the con- 
servatives, and so on. We’ve got to realize this is a big 
Church with room for many, many views.” 

The bishop reminded Holy Namers that it was about 
100 years after Vatican I that the Pope was imprisoned 
and people were rebelling all over the world. ‘“‘They 
were calling for an end to the papacy,”’ he said. ‘“‘That 
happened only a few years after the first Vatican 
Council. Now, a few years after the Second Vatican 
Council we see similarities.” 

Yet, as Bishop May said, by the end of the last 
century there was a new birth in the Church, a new era 
of unity. ‘‘This is the type of unity we have to strive for 
anew,”’ he added.

Vatican Il: Constitution on the Church in the Modern World 


The ultra-conservative newspaper the Wanderer 
appears to have established its own form of in- 
fallibility — most recently on the question of con- 
fession before First Communion — and has roundly 
denounced not only bishops, but a cardinal as well. 

Because Cardinal John F. Dearden of Detroit 
delayed implementation of the recent Vatican decree 
on first confession before First Communion, they said 
he may be “‘a major heretic.” 

Then Charles R. Pulver, director of Catholics United 
for the Faith in Syracuse diocese, wrote in the Wan- 
derer that Syracuse Bishop David F. Cunningham 
retained only a ‘‘tenuous link with the See of Peter’ 
over the same confession-Communion matter. Bishop 
Cunningham replied by calling the attack ‘‘a false, 
malicious insinuation on the Catholic faith of the 
bishops, priests, religious and laity of our great 
diocese.”’ 

Then there was the recent case when the Wanderer 
devoted a page of its Aug. 30 issue to exposing what it 
called an “‘illicit liturgy” for children in the St. Paul- 
Minneapolis archdiocese. Archbishop Leo C. Byrne of 
Twin Cities accused the paper of “‘sensational jour- 
nalism tactics.” 

Arrogance in both liberals and conservatives is to be 
regretted at all times. Where is our Christian spirit of 
tolerance and unity? 


Newman on perfection 


Being the namesake of a spiritual leader of the 
Church, I sometimes run across headlines which spur 
greater personal efforts. This one I saw in another 
Catholic newspaper. The editorial ‘‘Newman on 
Perfection,” reminded its readers that Cardinal John 
Henry Newman laid down some simple rules on how to 
achieve perfection: 


“He, then, is perfect who does the work of the day’ 


perfectly, and we need not go out of the round of the 
day. I insist on this because I think it will simplify our 
views, and fix our exertions on a definite aim. 

“If you ask me what you are to do in order to be 
perfect, I say; first —.do not lie in bed beyond the due 
time of rising; give your first thoughts to God; make a 
good visit to the Blessed Sacrament; say the Angelus 
devoutly; eat and drink to God’s glory; say the Rosary 
well; be recollected; keep out bad thoughts; make 
your evening meditation well; examine yourself 
daily; go to bed in good time, and you are already 
perfect.” 


Nightmare come true 


It was, as he said, a ‘‘nightmare come true’’ for 
Spiro Agnew. But it was a nightmare for this nation, 
too.

Thoughts for speak-up sessions 


Church administration— how the diocese works 


This is the last in the series discussing 
some areas to be covered by the 14 Dioce- 
san Synod commissions.

The Church, although it needs human 
resources to carry out its mission, is not 
set up to seek earthly glory, but to proclaim, 
even by its own example, humility and self 
sacrifice. 


It is the duty of all bishops to promote 
and safeguard the unity of the faithful, to 
instruct them to love and to promote every 
activity of interest to the whole Church. 
And it is also important that by governing 
their own Church well as a portion of the 
universal Church, they are contributing to 
the welfare of the whole Mystical Body. 


Vatican II: Constitution on the Church. 


The document states that the Church is 


to be a servant community to the entire 


human family. 


— All must work to extend the reign 
God. 


— The Church is to be a sacrament 6 
sign to the world, that is, to proclaim b 
its own life that God is acting in man’s his- 
tory. 

— The bishop is the proper, ordinary and 
immediate pastor of the churches within 
his diocese and bears the responsibility of 
teaching, sanctifying and governing his 
people. 

The Diocese of San Diego includes the 
four counties of San Diego, Imperial, San 
Bernardino and-Riverside. There are 167 
parishes in the diocese, each with its own 
pastor who usually is helped by one or two 
associate pastors. 

The bishop is assisted by various offi- 
cials, departments and institutions. The 
immediate staff of the Diocesan Office 
includes the vicar general appointed by 
the bishop, who may act for the bishop in 
any function delegated to him. 

THERE IS ONE vicar general in the Dio- 
cese of San Diego-and two vicars religious 
who are responsible for matters pertain- 
ing to men and women religious. 


The chancellor of the diocese is in 
charge of documents and records, and has 


-wide responsibilities in legal, financial 


and jurisdictional matters. 

The assistant chancellor has an exper- 
tise in civil law. There is also a vice- 
chancellor and secretary. 

THE TRIBUNAL, OR diocesan court, 
handles juridical processes of Canon Law. 
Although not limited to matrimonial 
eases, the bulk of work in this diocese is 
concerned with this area. 

A Council of Arbitration and Concilia- 
tion has been established. A wide variety 
of diocesan departments includes 
Catholic Community Services, Newman 
Apostolate, Vocations Office and Pre- 
Seminary Program. 

The Department of Education and CCD 
are responsible for religious education. 
The Department of Communications and 
the Department of Radio and Tel i 
form the liaison between the di 


e formulates

ery and mausoleum 
and the Catholic Cemeteries Committee 
sets administration policy and establishes 
norms of Christian burial. 

The Liturgy Commission and Music Com- 
mission provide leadership, information 
and guidelines through monthly bulletins 
and other materials. 


ADVISORY BOARDS such as the Priests’ 
Personnel Board, Board of Consultors, 
Priests’ Senate, Sisters’ Senate, meet reg- 
ularly in consultation with the bishop. 

The Roman Catholic Bishop of San 
Diego — a corporation sole — owns all 
church buildings. The Education and Wel- 
fare Corporation a legal entity, owns all 
schools of the diocese. 

The University of San Diego Corporation 
owns and operates USD. Boys Town of the 
Desert is owned and operated by the Boys 


Town of the Desert Board of Directors. 
Boys Town Charities operate under a 
board of directors with the same officers. 


THE DIOCESE is divided into twelve 
areas called deaneries. To each area a 
priest dean is appointed by the bishop. 
Deans are considered to be the more 
immediate collaborators with the bishop. 

In each deanery there are a number of 
parishes, whose boundaries are defined 
territorially, to make possible the keepi 
of records and assure certain inc

A number of lay organizations assist the 
pastor in various fields, such as the Altar 
and Rosary Society, Holy Name, Women’s 
Guilds, CYO, Legion of Mary, CCD, Scout- 
ing programs, etc. 

Where parish schools exist, they are 
operated by the principal, staff and 
faculty. Some parishes have a school 
board, parent-teacher group or education 
committee to coordinate all educational 
programs in the parish. 


THE MAIN SUPPORT of parishes comes 
through the weekly offering at Mass, spe- 
cial fund raising activities, fees for wed- 


dings, funerals, baptisms, school tuition, 
Stewardship, and miscellaneous offerings. 
More affluent parishes may make dona- 
tions to other, less well endowed parishes 
under the parish adoption plan. 

Each parish makes a yearly financial 
report to the diocese listing receipts and 
expenditures which is in many cases made 
available to parishioners. It is currently 
diocesan policy that a pastor must obtain 
permission from the diocesan office for 
any expenditure in excess of $1,000. : 
The ordinary income of the diocese is 


ent. The diocese lends money to 
rishes at six per cent and receives sur- 
us funds from parishes for deposit. 


DDITIONAL DIOCESAN funds are 
ed from repayment of parish building 


largest source of diocesan funds in the 
past two years — miscellaneous gifts and 
fees, interest on parish loans and annual 
collections. 

Administration of diocesan funds is the 
ultimate responsibility of the bishop..He 
is assisted by diocesan officials, a four- 
member lay financial advisory committee 
and Priests’ Senate Materialities Commit- 
tee. 

Questions which may be raised include 
the need for lay involvement in decision- 
making at all levels.

The station ‘‘is designed as 
a community-owned and 
operated profit-making 
enterprise,’ says Adalberto 
Ramirez, project director.

Jesuits cautioned 
by Pope on change 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — 
Pope Paul VI has warned the 
head of the Jesuits that his 
religious order must not 
attempt to introduce new 
methods of decision-making 
that undermine the notion of 
obedience and that will alter 
the nature of the Society of 
Jesus. 

The warning came in a 
letter to the Jesuit superior 
general, Spanish Father 
Pedro Arrupe, in connection 
with the Jesuits’ general 
congregation set for Rome in 
December 1974. 

The congregation will 
bring together about 240 
elected representatives of 
the Jesuits to discuss the 
future of the society and 
changes in its more than 400- 
year-old structures. 


THE POPE’S letter to 
Father Arrupe, head of more 
than 30,000 Jesuit priests and 
brothers, said: ‘‘There must 
be no attempt to introduce 
new methods of deliberation 
and decision-making that not 
only undermine the very 
notion of obedience, but alter 
the nature itself of the 
Society of Jesus.” 

The papal letter also 
reminded Father Arrupe 
that the Pope’s associates 
have ‘‘called your attention 
more than once”’ to “‘certain

Protestants get 
more schools 


In WASHINGTON, D. C., 
the U.S. News and World 
Report said Protestant- 
sponsored grade and high 
schools have increased about 
66 per cent, mainly because 
parents are concerned over 
public school discipline and 
courses. 

But at the same time, the 
publication said, total 
enrollment in all church- 
related schools has 
decreased about 22 per cent, 
due largely to Catholic 
school closings. : 


Immorality hit 
in Puerto Rico 


In SAN JUAN, Puerto 
Rico, bishops denounced the 
country’s ‘‘shameful low 
level of morality’’ and 
criticized priests who take 
liberal stands on Church law. 

They particularly singled 
out “‘spiritual advisers who 
allow persons divorced from 
a Church marriage and 
remarried by civil law to 
receive the sacraments... 

“This permissive men- 
tality does not feel good 
works are necessary for 
salvation, nor that fear of 


hell is a worthy motive to 
serve God, because hell 
should be relegated to 
fantasy.”

In WASHINGTON, D..C., 
two major speakers at the 
third Pacem in Terris 
(Peace on Earth) con- 
vocation focused their at- 
tention on the new Arab- 
Israel fighting and made a 
strong plea for peace. 

Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger and Sen. J. 
William Fullbright of 
Arkansas revised prepared 
talks to call for a Middle 
East settlement. 


Court okays 
campus Mass 


In NEWARK, Del., a court 
ruled the University of 
Delaware cannot _ stop 
Father Michael Szupper, 
university chaplain, from 
offering Mass in a campus 


building. 
Claiming the university 
charter banned such 


religious services, the school 
officials threatened to have 
the priest arrested if he 
insisted on saying Mass on 
campus. 


Pope welcomes 
Lutheran Swedes 


In ROME, Pope Paul 
welcomed two bishops and 50 
pastors of the Swedish 
Lutheran Church as he 
presided at celebrations 
marking the 600th an- 
niversary of the death of St. 
Brigitta of Sweden. 

Speaking in the 15th 
century. St. Brigitta’s 
church, the Pope told the 
Lutherans, ‘“‘You represent 
many Christian families in 
Sweden.” 


Vincent de Paul 
Society in motion 


In MILWAUKEE, the 
national St. Vincent de Paul 
Society reported 4,300 
branches and 36,000 active 
members with about 25 per 
cent of them women. The 
society was originally all 
male. 

It gave aid to the poor 
totalling $13,618,602 and 
distributed free clothing and 
furniture valued at $1.5 
million last year.
